and In the places ol public resort, were In reality 
ru ral gentlem en in attendance upon the S tate fair, 
which IS now being held near this city.

That was a remarkable article iuour contem­ 
porary, the Tribune, the other day, on the third 
term discussion. 
• Tt cannot be coughed down 
as au impertinence, derided as au absurdity, 
or set aside as having no vital connection with 
pre.seut politics,” said our contemporary. 
“ It 
is the most important question in current 
politics.” 
It “rises above all other questions, 
and dwarfs thorn all,” because “ they are hut 
questions of policy under a settled govern­ 
ment,” while this is the “unsettling the 
foundations of government itself.” 
“The 
issue is vital, pre.sent, prou.ninced ; it cannot 
bo evaded.” 
It has been “lilted entirely out 
of the realm of abstraction into the domain of 
present 
practical politics.” 
'The 'Tribune 
argues, therefore, th(\t in the pending autumn 
elections every republican success will practi­ 
cally mean acquie.sceace in the idea of a third 
term, and it sees but one course open to all 
honest citizens, “ to stamp out and vote out 
tho vary possibility of it in tho future.” 
We do not thiuk^tbat our t^iptemporary ex­ 
aggerates the impdrtancQ of this question? It ' 
is now something more thau a year since the 
Herald, in a series of articles that attracted 
so much attention at tho time as to justify our 
present reference to them, elaborately pointed 
out the latent dangers of a third term, and 
warned the people of tho sure rise of a ques­ 
tion which would “dwarf all other questions."

THE ÜMBBELLA WIRE HOMICIDE. 
Coroner 
Croker Makes' an Investiga­ 
tion—The Guilty Boy Still at harge. 
Coroner croker yesterday held an inquest lu the 
case of Robert Bell, the lad, fourteen years ot age, 
late of No. 607 Second avenue, who, on the alter­ 
noon of the 8th Inst., was stabbed m the head with 
an umbrella wire In the hanus of William H arri­ 
son, a bad boy, who instigated a quarrel near tbe 
corner oi Tnirtietb street and Third avenue. The 
wire pierced the skull and entered the brain to the 
depth of several inches, and the evidence was 
clear that the luglttve liarrison struck the fatal 
blow. Harrison th«n fled and has not yet been 
arrested, and it Is believed th at Ids irleuds are 
keeping him concealed; although there was a ru­ 
mor that he had committed suicide by jumping 
overboard. Below will be louud a synopsis of tho 
evidence elicited:— 
Jolin Dick depo-ed that he saw two boys In 
front of No. 442 Third avenue, one chasing the 
otner; sabseqnently learned that their names wero 
Robert Bell aud William Harrison; the latter was 
chasing Betl and, coming up behind, struck him on 
tne buck of the head with an umorella wire, when 
the boy fell and Harrison ran away: afterward 
saw on umbrella wire .sticking In Bell’s head; the 
boy Bell pulled the wire irum his own hcnd aud 
waif afterward taken to a drug sto re; the boys 
seemed as though iney wero angry and had been

Tho jury rendered a verdict against Harrison, 
and Captain Alhilrc, of the Twcnty-llrst precinct, 
will renew ms efforts to arrest him.

Alter years of 
preliminary study he published his “Memoirs on 
Geology” in France, with maps, in 1839 ana is41.

work gained 
him great reputation, and 
in the year 1856 
he 
wa.s chosen Perpetual 
Secretary of the Academy of .‘^elencos at Pans, 
in succession to M. Arago, deceased. He served as 
engineer in chief at tho school oi Mlne.s, at the 
College do France. Napoleon III. appointed him a 
.senator oi France. He visited England when en­ 
gaged, with others. In preparing tho geological 
map of France. 
M. do Bcaumoat contrlbuied 
largely to elucidation of science by his conti ibii- 
tiuDS to tbe F^eiicb press. In his Communications 
he endeavored lo prove that m ountain clmlus are 
to bo classed according to tbe direction of cheir 
range, all inoso lying parallel with the same great 
circle of the earth, wherever they may be found, 
having been uplifted suddenly during the Hame 
geological epoch.
